Telegraph Hill in San Francisco 
is the setting for Sidney Meller’s 
novel “Home is Here.” It is the 
story of a group of Italian immi- 
grants who came from different 
provinces and who learned to love 
the hill because it reminded them 
of home. The time of the story is 
shortly after the earthquake and 
fire of 1906 when fire-devastated re- 
mains were still on Columbus Ave- 
nue. At that time the hill was a 
simple place with pasture-land for 
goats and not the arty, Greenwich- 


village place it is today. l 


Mr. Meller deals gently and al- 
most lovingly, though not senti- 
mentally with his Italians. If you 
read the books of John Fante, Jo 
Pagano or Pietro di Donato, young 
writers who have been interpreting 
their parents’ countrymen in Amer- 
ica, you may remember that they 
all had one thing in common, a 
vigorous way of presenting their 
people that expressed itself for the 
most part, in pretty strong lan- 
guage. While Mr. Meller expresses 
himself in milder language his book 
doesn’t lose by it. 

To the Italians the hill was like 
home, “simple and natural and 
friendly.” Alano Dorelli had come 
from Lombardy. Bendetto from Ge- 
noa. In Italy a man from one pro- 
vince often distrusted a man from 
another but in America Alano the 
Lombard found the Genoese who in 
his own country had a reputation 
for getting the best of a bargain, 
a kind neighbor ready to open his 
purse strings. 

With Benetetto’s help Alano buys 
a piece of land on the hill, builds a 
house, plants a garden with rose- 
mary, basilico and rose bushes. 
When the house is completed Ben- 
edetto lends more monty to buy 
transportation for Alano’s family in 
Italy. 

One of the best passages in the 
book is the one which tells about 
the arrival of the tired mother and 
four bewildered children at the 
Ferry Building. Alano has come with 
a neighbor’s horse and wagon to 
bring them up to the hill. The 
children ask: “Where do the people 
run?” And the father replies that 
in the United States people are al- 
ways in a hurry. “But what is the 
need for hurry?” And the reply 
is: “Americans run whenever they

Growing Indications That 
Nazi Blitzkrieg Has Been 
Stalled For Past Ten Days 


By UNITED PRESS 


Russian troops fought into the 
sixth week of war against Germany 
with growing indications that the 
Nazi blitzkrieg has been stalled in 
its tracks for the last 10 days. 


German press accounts admitted 
that Soviet forces not only had 
brought the Wehrmacht to a stand- 
still at many points but have snap- 
ped off Nazi armored spearheads 
and driven counter-wedges into the 
German lines. 

In the Far East the Dutch moved 
into line with Britain and the 
United States by applying sanctions 
to Japanese trade with the Nether- 
lands East Indies. Japanese forces 
were swinging south in French In- 
do-China, occupying their new 
bases. Emperor Hirohito met with 
his privy council. 

Nearly 48 hours after freezing as- 
sets Tokyo announced this morning 
that similar decrees have been ap- 
plied to those of Britain. 


For the first time in weeks the 
Nazi Luftwaffe attacked London 
during the night. The raid was 
light, largely of the nuisance type. 
Three German planes were brought 
down. Bad weather interrupted the 
Royal Air Force offensive against 
Europe but air experts warned Bri- 
tain to prepare for attempts by the 
Luftwaffe to hurl devastating new 
attacks at the British Isles in re-

There is a host of interesting 
characters. Mr. Meller presents the 
children in a most engaging way. 
You will enjoy Sicilian Emma the 
mid-wife whose every move seems 
to be guided by superstitious belief, 
some horrible, some comic. Emma is 
as temperamental as a prima don- 
na, yet she means well. “Doctors,” 
says Emma, “learn from _ corpses 
and books. I learned from my mo- 
ther who learned from her mother. 
We all learned from people!” 

Besides having written a crack- 
erjack San Francisco, Mr. Meller 
has done another important thing 
—and to our way of thinking he has 
done it better than the writers born 
of Italian parents, beneath the 
coarseness and vulgarity of expres- 
sion he shows the essential sweet- 
ness and friendliness of the Ital- 
ian people. You will find in Mr. 
Meller’s book an entirely sympahet- 
ic interpretation of how an alien 
becomes an American.

Re- 
member those jewel-clear jellies, 
those delicate brown crusts on 
bread and pies. As for the cakes, I 
am convinced that the champion 
'cake-bakers of the state live in El 
Dorado county. Who can forget 
those luscious fillings and toppings 
,and the cakes which crumbled, as 
one of the women said, with their 
own deliciousness! 


This year prizes for loaf cakes 
and for layer cakes will be: First 
prize $3; second $2 and third, $1. 
| Among the layer cakes listed for en- 
‘try are Devil's Food, Cocoanut, 
‘Pineapple, Pear-filled, Peach, Cream, 
| Chocolate and Jelly. Loaf cakes 
listed for entry are White Loaf, An- 
; gel Food, Pound, Applesauce, Choc- 
olate, Sponge, Nut and Prune.

If they are frosted they 
should be glossy but not granular;

ored or flavored. By the way, en- 
tries of sponge, sunshine, angel 
food and fruit cakes should not be 
iced. Texture scores 35 per cent. 
Butter cakes should be tender, fine, 
even-grained, slightly moist but el- 
astic when pressed with the finger. 
Fruit cake should be neither sticky 
nor gummy, neither dry nor crum- 
bly. Flavor scores 35 per cent. The 
flavor of a fruit cake should be del- 
icate and pleasing with no one fla- 
vor predominating. 

The score card for judging pastry 
is also instructive. Color of good 
pastry should be an even golden 
brown. Meringue should be fluffy, a 
delicate brown without drops or sy- 
rup. The texture of crust should be 
flaky and tender; flavor pleasing 
with no decided taste of fat and not 
too much salt. Fruit in the filling 
should be moist but not syrupy and 
should be thoroughly cooked. In. 
one-crust pies filling should be firm, 
smooth and soft. Meringue should 
not be less than a % inch thick,

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SRA CLOSING FAILED TO MAKE ANY IMMEDIATE 
CHANGE IN EL DORADO COUNTY INDIGENT 


CASE LOAD, SURVEY SHOWS 


Despite the closing of the SRA; 
with its case load of 6 in El Do-. 
rado county on June 30, the coun-' 
ty indigent case load in the county 
stayed the same in the period be-| 
tween June 30 and July 10, accord- | 
ing to a study of the first effects of | 
the end of the SRA on county in-| 
digent loads, just made public by 
California’s Taxpayers’ Association. | 
Prior to its closing, the SRA had! 
extended relief to employable per-| 
sons indigent because of unemploy- 
ment while the county indigent rolls 
were made up of unemployables. 

The indigent: case load in the 
county totalled 51 cases on June 
30 and 51 on July 10, information 
furnished the association through | 
the cooperation of Mrs. Elizabeth 
Sayers, agent, Department of So- 
cial Welfare in the county shows.| 
Reports are for the first ten days 
only after the closing of the SRA,’ 
the association pointed out. | 

Eight of the counties reporting! 
showed decreases in the number of | 
county indigents between June 30° 
and July 10, the association found. 
In Butte county, the indigent case | 
load went down 16; in Colusa, down 
7; in Kern, down 17; in Mono, 
down 1 (the total load on June 30); 
in San Mateo, down 14; in Shasta, ' 
down 8; in Siskiyou, down 1, and 
in Yolo, down 11. 

Ten of the counties reporting 
showed no change in their indigent’ 
case load, in spite of the closing 
of the SRA, the reports stated. The 
counties were: El Dorado, Glenn, 
Lake, Mariposa, Merced, Modoc, 
Napa, Nevada, Sierra, and Trin- 
ity. 

Biggest increases naturally occur- 
red in the counties with the larg- 
est populations, the association in- 
dicated, pointing out that large as 
some of the increases were, they 
were in most cases but fractions of 
the SRA case .load at the time it 
closed its doors. In Los Angeles 
county, although the SRA had 12,- 
800 employable unemployed persons 
on its rolls at the time of its de- 
mise, the county indigent case load 
went up 6,539, from 13,001 on June 
30 to 19,450 on July 10; many of 
these people have been put to work 
on county projects. In San Fran- 
cisco, indigent rolls went up 1,751, 
from 3,999 to 5,750, although when 
the SRA went out of business in 
San Francisco its case load was 2,-
